Americans have rediscovered a vital truth—there 
can be no isolation without insulation. 
It was dis­ 
covered first, In a formal way, 117 years ago when 
President Monroe laid down 
the Monroe doctrine. 
Two sentences of his declaration were: 
'In the wars of the European powers in matters 
relating to themselves we have never taken any part, 
nor does it comport with our policy so to do. 
It Is 
only when cur rights arc Invaded or seriously menaced 
that we resent injuries or make preparation for our 
dei erne " 
President Roosevelt has restated the Monroe doc­ 
trine. 
In his special message to congress Thursday 
he called for 
intensive 
preparation 
“for our de­ 
fense.’’ 
He made it clear that the United States will 
prepare Itself to resist any attempt of foreign powers 
to extend their influence to this hemisphere. 
The case for intensified 
preparedness 
rests on 
chocking evidence that an aggressor nation In Europe 
now bears no respect for neutrality; the folly of be­ 
lieving in security ba-ed on national honor has been 
revealed too clearly to be 
ignored. 
The 
isolation 
policy which has preoccupied American thought for 
'so many years has been made uncles* by itself; no 
nation without sufficient power to resist aggression 
can maintain isolation. 
America's vital interests are 
- ‘seriously menaced " 
The President has presented 
the 
opinion of his 
conn rymen 
Ills call for 
additional 
defense, for 
additional production of defense equipment, and for 
revitalization of the 
nation's 
physical 
and moral 
fiber will produce no dissent 
It Is the resolute will 
‘of his countrymen that nothing should be left un­ 
done to p roles this hemisphere from Invasion; it is 
their will that everything feasible be done to help 
those forces abroad which 
are 
struggling to check 
aggression at its point of origin. 
. 
The Allies may fail There is nothing the United 
States can do immediately to help them more than it 
already is doing—-and 
that 
may 
not be enough 
Realisation of this has had 
a 
terrific impact on 
American 
thought, 
not only 
North 
American 
but 
South American thought. 
There is no reason to be­ 
lieve that a victorious Germany would suddenly be 
transformed from a militarist to a pacifist state 
Conquest breed* the lust for conquest. A war economy 
cannot be abandoned without precipitating collapse 
A victorious Germany would be looking for new foes 
to cofitpier, and it has no reason to love the United 
States. 
Nor has Japan any reason to be gentle and 
^considerate of our Interests. 
The President does not 
designate these sources of danger by name, but there 
is no doubt of their Identity. 
The financial outlay proposed would 
bring the 
.defense budget total up to 1:4.276,000.000 during the 
Tiext tiscal year. 
That is still far short of the esti­ 
m ated $4,500,000,000 spent 
by 
Germany last year, 
without taking Into account the much greater pur­ 
chasing power of dollars in the reich. 
But it is a 
'beginning toward creation of an adequate insulation 
for hemispheric safety. 
If the amount seems alarm­ 
ing to some they should consider what might be the 
cost of spending less.

President Roosevelt does well to af finn confidence 
Jn existing national defense and the professional skill 
of the nation’s defenders 
It is not the fault of in­ 
dividuals that 
more defense suddenly has become 
essential, any more than it is the fault of the Allies’ 
soldiers and sailors that they are fighting at a dis­ 
advantage against a powerful enemy. 
It Is not a 
time for recrimination, but a 
time to 
repair 
the 
./sources of future recrimination before it Is too late.
